WASHIN NGTON, Feb. 22.—The 
Senate’s Special Investigating Com- 
mittee today submitted a final re- 
port recommending that William S 
Vare, Republican, be denied a seat 
as Senator from Pennsylvania. 

The committee took into consid- 
eration, however, the 
declaration of the Senate that Vare 
receive an Opportunity to present 
his case personally, and declared 
that “in view of the present phys- 
ical and mental condition” of the 
Senator-elect, it was for the Senate 
to determine “‘what action is proper 
in the premises.” 

Vare now is confined to a sick 
bed in Florida, and Senator Reed 
of Missouri, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee, has indicated, he 
will be guided entirely by the deci- 
sion of the Senate. It is not ex- 
pected that action against Vare 
will be pressed in the closing days 


of this session.

Measures Curbing Bonds- 
men, Fake Alibis and In- 
sanity Defenses Defeated 
in Missouri Legislature.

of Representatives accomplished

They permitted one to pass. It 
is rather insignificant, providing 
that the Circuit Attorney, and in 
countics the Pras cuting Attorneys, 
stall make quarterly reports to the 
court of the exact status of all 
bend forfeiturgs. They killed out- 


right a bill, aimed to curb the sharp | 


practices of professional bonds- 
men. This provided that no person 
who had an unsatisfied bond for- 
feiture against him should be uc- 
cepted on a bond. | 

They also killed a bill which, 3 
passed, would have prevented the 
fake alibi, a favorite scheme of the 
gangster, from being successful. 
and which would have made it 
pent for the State to avoid be-

ing 10 days before the case comes 
to trial, and that in an alibi defense 
the defendant must set out the pre- 
cise) place where he claims to have 
been at the time of the offense. 
This would permit the prosecution 
to check up on the alibi. 
Three Lawyers for Bill. 

Of 24 lawyer members in the 
Hiouse when the vote was taken, 
only three voted in support.of the 
insanity and alibi bile and only 
four in favor of the bill to curb the

Because Of the sniping from law- 
vers on the floor, Representative 
Day of Grant City. who was in 
charge of a fourth bill, which di- 
rected that the Judge on the fail- 
, ure of a defendant to answer his 
i} bond should immediately enter a 
forfeiture and procesd with the 
collection of the bond without the 
necessity of bringing a suit, was 
forced to place the measure on the 
informal calendar. This is equiva- 
lent to killing it. though it can he 
‘brought before the House again for 
consideration. 

The lLiwyers succeeded 
ning over enough othe; inembers 
to defeat the bills by pleas tixt 
there were invasions of the right 
of defendant and by pathetic stories 
of inocent men charged with crime. 
The proponents of the measures 
were able to muster only 57 votes, 
76 being necessary for passage.

HOOVER AND WASHINGTON 
DISCUSSED BY LONGWORTH 


Next Administration Will Bear 
“Worthy Comparison” With First, 
Speaker Predicts. 

By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.— 
Speaking today at the Washington 
Birthday exercises of the University 
of Pennsylvania, Nicholas Long- 
worth, Speaker of the House of 
tepresentatives, predicted that the 
administration of Herbert Hoover 
would bear “worthy comparison” 

with that of the first President, 
“Nearly 200 years after the 
birth of Washington,” said Long- 
worth, “there comes for the first 
time another engineer to succeed 
him in the presidency, one whose 
professional career bears worthy 
comparison with that of Washing- 
ton, and, if I may be permitted a 
prediction, it is that his adminis- 
tration of the greatest and most in- 
fluential government position in the 
world, the presidency of the United 
States, will bear worthy comparison 
with that of the father.” 
.Longworth said he was a firm 
believer in responsible party gov- 


ernment in America, without 
which, he declared, such a repre- 
sentative democratic |. republic’ 
could not long endure. He said 


there should always be a strong co- 
hesive minority, partly prepared to 
criticise the actions of the major- 
ity in Congress.

BEFORE REGULARS 


Force of 26,000 in Revolt 
Falling Back Before 7000 
Nationalists Ten Miles 
From Chefoo. 


CITY IS PLACED 
UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


Action Follows Discovery 
Chang Tsung - Chang, 
Leading Mutineers, Is 
Recruiting Men There. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHEFOO, China, Feb. 22.— 
About 26,000 former Northern sol- 
diers under command of Yarshal 
Chang Tsung-chang, were driven 
back by 7000 Nationalist troops to- 
day in a battle about 10 miles west 
of Chefoo. The rebels lost 200 
dead and the Nationalists 100. 
Three hundred prisoners were cap- 
tured as well as thousands of rifles 
and 15 machine guns. 


Today’s fighting was described 
as the most severe of the last 48 
hours. The Nationalist force was 
said to have achieved a measure of 
success because of its superior 
arms and better organization. The 
Nationalists cut into the ranks of 
the revolters and hand-to-hand 
combats were numerous, the Na- 
tionalists driving the rebels before 
them with swords. 

The Nationalist forces are mod- 
erately well supplied with rifles, 
have a few pieces of light artillery 
and a fair number of field guns. 
They are using trench mortars with 
effect. A shortage of ammunition, 
however, was causing them appre- 
hension. 

Naval Aid Is Lacking. 

Nationalist leaders professed to 
be mystified by the withholding of 
naval support of their forces by 
the Nanking Government. The 
rebel position is protected to the 
West by the estuary of the Yellow 
River and the leadérs said that a 
few ships could easily control the 
situation and give the Nationalists 
a complete and speedy victory. 

The firing. although 20 miles 
west of Chefoo, could be plainly 
heard here. 

The Nationalist authorities to- 
day declared martial law in Che- 
foo, after discovering that Chang 
Tsung-chang, had sent out a hun- 
dred men from Tengchowfu seck- 
ing to enlist supporters. 

The battle brings to a head a 
movement begun two weeks ago 
when 3000 soldiers in the garrison 
at Lungkow revolted. The revolt 
apparently spread and their forces 
were augmented. 


Two Generals in Fight. 


Injection of two of the most 
notable figures in China compli- 
cated the situation and gave it a 
much more serious aspect. One of 
these was Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang; 
known as. the Christian General, 
who is reported to be massing 30,- 
000 men on the Western Shantung 
frontier. Heports said Feng  in- 
tended to break with the Nation- 
alist Government at Nanking and 
to declare for an independent zone 
in Shantung. 


The other figure is Chang 
Tsung-chang, former war lord of 
Shantung, who, though defeated, 
has never been captured by the 
Nationalists. He had escaped to 
Liaotung, Japanese territory, but 
is said to have left Dairen, Liao- 


tung, Wednesday, and to have 
landed later on the Shantung coast.

All the 15 cruisers and one air- 
plane garrier provided for in the 
cruiser bill, which has been signed 
by the President, are to have work 
begun on them before June 30, 
19351. Almost $12,500,000 is pro- 
vided in the naval appropriation 
bill to take care of work on the 
cruisers for the first and second 
year programs, though this will 
probably be supplemented by other 
funds. ' 

British Naval Policy. 

Chairman Britten of the House 
Naval Committee accused Great 
Britain of having one naval policy 
for England and another for the 


United States. Each policy, he 
declared, had British control of 
the seas as its goal.

FIRST BALLOON FLIGHT IN U, S.

Head of Aerial League Says He

PEKIN, Feb. 22.—Appalling 
famine conditions were- described 
in a report from Shensi province 
transmitted yesterday by FE. H. 
Oliver, a representative of the In- 
ternational Relief Committee. The 
report said no winter grain had 
been sown, and that consequently 
there would be no spring harvest. 

In one village, Oliver said, he 
found 200 persons huddled in a 
cave, without food, and afflicted 
with a terrible eye disease and near 
death. Several villages were 
visited in which there was not a 
pound of grain left. The inhabi- 
tants were grinding dried grasses 
into powder and making a nauseat- 
ing kind of porridge from this ma- 
terial. 

In one district 70,000 out of the 
120,000 population were complete- 
ly destitute and the remainder had 
very little food. In another more 
than 100 fumilies had killed them- 
selves and at San Yuan a hunger- 
maddened mob of several thousand 
was threatening to loot the city 
unless they were fed.

HOOVER AND WASHINGTON 
DISCUSSED BY LONGWORTH 


Next Administration Will Bear 
“Worthy Comparison” With First, 
Speaker Predicts. 

By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.— 
Speaking today at the Washington 
Birthday exercises of the University 
of Pennsylvania, Nicholas Long- 
worth, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, predicted that the 
administration of Herbert Hoover 
would bear “worthy comparison” 

with that of the first President. 

“Nearly 200 years after the 
birth of Washington,” said Long- 
worth, “there comes for the first 
time another engineer to succeed 
him in the presidency, one whose 
professional career bears worthy 
comparison with that of Washing- 
ton, and, if I may be permitted a 
prediction, it is that his adminis- 
tration of the greatest and most in- 
fluential government position in the 
world, the presidency of the United 
States, will bear worthy comparison 
with that of the father.” 

.Longworth said he was a firm 
believer in responsible party gov- 
ernment in America, without 
which, he declared, such a repre- 
sentative democratic |. republic” 
could not long endure, He said 
there should always be a strong co- 
hesive minority, partly prepared to 
criticise the actions of the major- 
ity in Congress. 

“I insist, too, that these two na- 
tional parties should be united with- 
in each other on fundamentals of 
economic policy,’’ he said, “ang not 
on ephemeral questions due to tem- 
porary public hysteria, and above 
all, not upon questions of geogra- 
phy, race or religion.

PRESIDENT OF PERU DENIES 
TAGNA-ARICA SETTLEMENT 


No Decision Until Foreign Affairs 
Group and Congress Are Con- 
sulted, He Says.

Leguia of Peru, in an intervicw 
with the Associated Press, ex-

TROTZKY MAY LEAVE TURKEY 


Government Says He Will Have 
Same Protection as Other =“ 
eigners.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 22. 
Leon Trotzky, the exiled soviet 
leader, is free to leave Turkey at 
any time, said an official statement 
issued by the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs today on the request of the 
Associated Press. It was the first 
pronouncement from 4 Turkish of- 
ficial source since Trotzky’s arrival 
in the country. The statement 
said: 

“Mt. Trotzky came to Turkey 
with a visa regularly obtained. He 
is free to go from here to any 
other country, so far as this Gov- 
ernment is concerned. During his 
stay in Turkey he will be under 
the protection of the same laws as 
are applied to all foreigners. Be- 
yond that we cannot go and natur- 
ally there cannot be any question 
of special treatment.

CHINESE REBELS 
REPORTED ON RUN 
BEFORE REGULARS 


Force of 26,000 in Revolt 
Falling Back Before 7000 
Nationalists Ten Miles 
From Chefoo. 


CITY IS PLACED 
UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


Action Follows Discovery 
Chang Tsung - Chang, 
Leading Mutineers, Is 
Recruiting Men There. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHEFOO, China, Feb. 22.— 
About 26,000 former Northern sol- 
diers under command of Marshal 
Chang Tsung-chang, were driven 
back by 7000 Nationalist troops to- 
day in a battle about 10 miles west 
of Chefoo. The rebels lost 200 
dead and the Nationalists 100. 
Three hundred prisoners were cap- 
tured as well as thousands of rifles 
and 15 machine guns. 


Today's fighting was described 
as the most severe of the last 48 
hours. The Nationalist force was 
said to have achieved a measure of 
success because of its superior 
arms and better organization. The 
Nationalists cut into the ranks of 
the revolters and hand-to-hand 
combats were numerous, the Na- 
tionalists driving the rebels before 
them with swords. 

The Nationalist forces are mod- 
erately well supplied with rifles, 
have a few pieces of light artillery 
and a fair number of field guns. 
They are using trench mortars with 
effect. A shortage of ammunition, 
however, was causing them appre- 
hension. 

Naval Aid Is Lacking. 

Nationalist leaders professed to 
be mystified by the withholding of 
naval support of their forces by 
the Nanking Government. The 
rebel position is protected to the 
West by the estuary of the Yellow 
River and the leaders said that a 
few ships could easily control the 
situation and give the Nationalists 
a complete and speedy victory. 

The firing, although 20 miles 
west of Chefoo, could be plainly 
heard here. 

The Nationalist authorities to- 
day declared martial law in Che- 
foo, after discovering that Chang 
Tsung-chang, had sent out a hun- 
dred men from Tengchowfu seeck- 
ing to enlist supporters. 

The battle brings to a head a 
movement begun two weeks ago 
when 3000 soldiers in the garrison 
at Lungkow revolted. The revolt 
apparently spread and their forces 
were augmented. 


Two Generals in Fight. 


Injection of two of the most 
notable figures in China compli- 
cated the situation and gave it a 
much more serious aspect. One of 
these was Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang; 
known as. the Christian General, 
who is reported to be massing 30,- 
000 men on the Western Shantung 
frontier. Reports said Feng  in- 
tended to break with the Nation- 
alist Government at Nanking and 
to declare for an independent zone 
in Shantung. 

The other figure is Chang 
Tsung-chang. former war lord of 
Shantung, who, though defeated, 
has never been captured by the 
Nationalists. He had escaped to 
Liaotung, Japanese territory, but 
is said to have left Dairen, Liao- 
tung, Wednesday, and to have 
landed later on the Shantung coast, 

The report said he landed at 
Tengchow with a large staff of 
lieutenants, who announced their 
hope of re-establishing the old 
Northern regime which had _ its 
headquarters at Pekin under the 
late Marshal Chang Tso-lin.

Fund for Five War Vessels 
to Be Started During 
This Fiscal Year Is Pro- 
vided.

WASHINGTON, ‘Feb. 22.—Op- 
ponents of the cruiser construction 
program have been beaten in their 
efforts to keep the naval appro- 
priation bill from being taken up 
by the Senate. After voting yes- 
terday to take up the bill, the Sen- 
ate also reached an agreement to 
limit debate on the measure after 
3 p. m, today. This was taken to 
mean that the naval bill would 
pass, and that money provided in 
it to begin work on five cruisers 
during this fiscal year would be 
immediately available. 

Before the agreement to limit 
debate on the naval appropriation 
bill was reached, Senator Hale of 
Maine, a sponsor of the cruiser 


construction program, made a con- 
cession to the opposition when he 
said he would anfend the bill to 
provide only $200,000 for work on 
the cruisers during this fiscal year. 

All the 15 cruisers and one air- 
plane garrier provided for in the 
cruiser bill, which has been signed 
by the President, are to have work 
begun on them before ° June 30, 
1931. Almost $12,500,000 is pro- 
vided in the naval appropriation 
bill to take care of work on the 
cruisers for the first and second 
year programs, though this will 
probably be supplemented by other 
funds, ' 

British Naval Policy. 

Chairman Britten of the House 
Naval Committee accused Great 
Britain of having one naval policy 
for England and another for thé 
United States. Each policy, he 
declared, had British control of 
the seas as its goal. 

The Illinois member set § forth 
his views in a statement in which 
he said the announcement by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, the’ British

FIRST BALLOON FLIGHT IN U, S. 
AUTHORIZED BY WASHINGTON 


Head of Aerial League Says He

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THOUSANDS STARVING 10 DEATH 
IN CHINESE PROVINCE, SHENSI 


Relief Committee Report Says Dis- 
trict Has No Grain; No Crop 
Sown This Ycar.

PEKIN, Feb. 22.—Appalling 
famine conditions were described 
in a report from Shensi province 
transmitted yesterday by FE. H. 
Oliver, a representative of the In- 
ternational Relief Committee. The 
report said no winter grain had 
been sown, and that consequently 
there’ would be no spring harvest. 

In one village, Oliver said, he 
found 200 persons huddled in a 
eave, without food, and afflicted 
with a terrible eye disease and near 
death. Several villages were 
visited in which there was not a 
pound of grain left. The inhabi- 
tants were | grinding dried grasses 
into powder-and making a nauseat- 
ing kind of porridge from this ma. 
terial. 

In one district 70,000 out of the 
120,000 population were complete- 
ly destitute and the remainder had 
very little food. In another more 
than 100 fumilies had killed them- 
selves and at San Yuan a hunger- 
maddened mob of several thousand 
was threatening to loot the city 
unless they were fed.

BILL TO INGREASE 
SCHOOL AID BEATEN 


Proposals of Superintendent 
Lee Shelved by House Ways 
and Means Committee. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
: Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 
The $45,000,000 tax program of 
Charles A. Lee, State Superinten- 
dent of Schools, proposed as a 
means to provide $25,000,000 for 
State aid for public schools, wus 
shelved last night by the House 
Ways and Means Committee, The 
decision was that the plan was too 
ambitious and would not receive 
consideration on the floor if the 
bill was reported out,.of the com- 
mittee. 

Lee’s program included  pro- 
posals to double the income taz 
rate, to obtain a total of $14,000,- 
000, double the corporation fran- 
chise tax rate, to obtain a total 
of $7,700,000, and to treble the 
property tax rate, to obtain a total 
of $15,500,000. On present rates 
the income from other sources 
would have made the total State, 
collections for the general revenue 
fund, from which school revenues 
are taken, to approximately $45,- 
000,000. 

Lee appeared before the commit- 
tee last night and set out the needs 
of the schools. He said that if the 
bill he proposed was passed there 
would be ample revenue for school 
purposes and that there would be 
greatly enhanced revenues for oth- 
er State activities. 

The same committee ecafly in the 
week had reported favorably the 
Bales-Elmer-Young bill for tax in- 
crease on a& more moderate scale. 
This bill doubles the income « and 
corporation franchise tax and im- 
creakes the property tax rate from 
5 to 8 cents on the $100 valuation. 

“The committee was of 
opinion that the bill advocated by 
Supt. Lee was out of reason.” the 
chairman, Representative Hopkins 
of Atchison, County, said. “The 
rates proposed were too high, and 
the members were convinced it 
could not be passed.

Who controls the Senate? pews eal 
who observed that that body, in passing the Jones 
bill increasing the maximum penalties for prohibi- 
tion violations, had listened to “its master’s voice,” 
was described as “a squirrel head” by the delectable 
Heflin of Alabama. Senator Glass of Virginia was 
similarly indignant at the action of the House in 
omitting from the Senate’s deficiency bill the addi- 
tional appropriation of $24,000,000 for prohibition en- 
forcement, substituting the item of $2,427,000 recom- 
mended by President Coolidge as a compromise. De- 
claring “it is time the Senate of the United States 
let another branch of Congress know that it is the 
Senate of the United States and cannot be controlled 
by a group of contumacious men,” the irate Vir- 
ginian admitted his intention to filibuster against 
the House bill. 

The impossible Heflin’s offense in this instance is, 
we believe, innocuots as compared with that of Sen- 
ator Glass. The latter has questioned the preroga- 
tive of the House to exercise its judgment on the 
vital matter of expending the people’s money. And 
if the Virginia Senator’s adjective, “contumacious, 
is applicable to the House it is no less applicable to 
the President, whose judgment the House had ac- 
cepted. There is still more to Senator Glass’ offend- 
ing. By his threatened filibuster he announces his 
willingness to sacrifice the public necessities pro- 
vided for in the re-drafted deficiency bill unless the 
bill includes the extravagant and unnecessary sum of 
$24,000,000 for prohibition enforcement. 

In the long servility of Congress to the lash of the 
Anti-Saloon League we can recall no example of such 
complete and exultant surrender to probibition fa- 
naticism as that given by Senator Glass. Here is a 
proposal as to the wisdom of which prohibition lead- 
ers are divided. The Secretary of the Treasury has 
presented grave objections to it. The President, in- 
ferentially, Opposes it. The finances of the Govern- 
ment, with an impending deficit, argue against it. 
Conservative public opinion, it may fairly be as 
sumed, is opposed to it. Yet when the House of Rep- 
resentatives, in the performance of its constitutional 
duty, strikes out this preposterous appropriation, its 
authority is attacked and its integrity, impliedly, 
challenged by the Senator from Virginia. 

In the circumstances it is inaccurate, we submit, 
to designate Mr. Glass as the Senator from Virginia. 
In his present mood he is, primarily, the servant of

POOR OLD BALTIMORE! 

The migration, from Baltimore to St. Louis con- 
tinues apace. A year or two ago that ancient and 
tottering city yielded to us the services of George 
Cc. Smith, the Pied Piper of industry. Where Mr.

It-is said 
he brought new industries even to Baltimore, but 
why he decided to leave it for this region .of “mud 
flats and high grass,” as Baltimoreans describe it, 
is hardly a matter for conjecture. 

Still plainer, by Baltimore’s own confession, is the 
cause of Meyric Rogers’ resignation as director of the 
Baltimore Art Museum to come to St. Louis in the 
same capacity. The ever-forthright Evening Sun of 
Baitimore puts it thus: 


Something is wrong with the Bafimore Art 
Museum. Meyric Rogers, the new director, is 
quitting in disgust. The new building has not 
been ofcupied, and there is no prospect that it 
will be occupied any time soon. There have been 
no important additions to the collection lately, 
and there is no indication that the citizens of 
the city are in the mood to contribute.

Newspapers throughout the country are holding an autopsy over the seven gangsters 
who were slain by a firing squad; Boston Transcript thinks Chicago's reign of 
terror springs from the city’s complacence; Brooklyn Daily Eagle says the Windy 
City’s gang war is being waged over huge bootlegging profits. 


NEW FORMS OF CITY CRIME. 
From the Brooklyn Eagie. 

HE wholesale killing of gangsters, 

sumabiy by rival gunmen, 
shocked Chicago and the country is at- 
tributed to the gang war that has been 
S0ing on in Chicago for several years. Po- 
lice officials and reperters are able to give 
what is doubtless a fairly accurate account 
of the contending forces in Chicago's un- 
derworid. Gang leaders and their reguiar 
followers are weil. known, yet the police 
have made littie progress in solving any of 
these murders. 

Aitheugh the cwid-bieoded Killing of 
seven desperadoes is the most sensational 
crime of its kind in the record, gang Wars 
are not peculiar to Chicago. and the whole- 
sale crime is a challenge to the forces of 
law and order everywhere. I[t will not do 
to take the complacent attitude that since 
the dead men were themselves gangsters 
the community should not bécome exercised 
ever their killing. 

That overlooks the really significant fact 
concerning the new forms of crime that 
now prevail in the larger cities throughout 
the country. Gangsters sometimes kill each 
ether, but their regular business is law- 
breaking of one kind or another, and the 
usual victims are peaceful meinbers of #o- 
ciety. HKacketeers and such gangs as those 
existing in Chicago, New York and in 
other large cities could not become power- 
ful if they did not have some form of pro- 
tection from political forces. And the 
source of much of the corruption, as well 
as the mdéney that comes to the gangsters, 
may be trace@ to the liquor traffic. 

Before gang wars, racketeering and 
banditry can be curbed there must be 
closer co-operation between those entrusted 
with law enforcement. The police of the 
larger cities must work together and the 
Federal Government must co-operate. This 
is one of the most serious aspects of the 
crime problem ang must be studied by the 
commission to be appointed by Mr. Hoover. 
The Chicago killings grew out of a gang 
war, but that war is being waged Over tle 
huge profits from beetlegsing.

RIMINAL records, either in thig coun-
